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MODERN ENGLISH WRITERS. 

This is a book of reference dealing con- 
scientiously and skilfully with over 200 
writers in the course of 480 pages. Part 
I. treats of poetry ; Part IL. of lrish poets 
and playwrights; Part III. of the literary 
and intellectual drama in England; and 
Part IV. of the novel. 

Mr. Williams claims no final or absolute 
value for his judgments. Indeed, he tells 
us repeatedly that they are necessarily 
relative and provisional. Yet his book is 
well written, and is stimulating even 
where we are forced to disagree with his 
conclusions. Irish people will read Part 
II. with special interest, if only to learn 
what an impartial and competent outsider 
has to say of “A. E.,” W. B. Yeats. J. 
M. .. Synge, Padraic Colum, James 
Stephens, St. John Ervine, and many 
others. Mr. Williams can be critical, and 
even censorious, but for J. M. Synge he 
has nothing but praise. Thus he says of 
him: “Synge was not only greates 
dramatist of the Irish has a Fran 
the greatest dramatists who have written 
in English.’
